Following the interview. Premier 
Abe told reporters that arrangements 
for the forming of « new Chinese 
regime were making steady progress 
nnd that it was possible that the new 
regime would be formed sooner than 
expected, 

“f hod o talk with Prince Konoye 
Beentise 1 have not scen him since 
the formation of the new Cubinet. 
The meeting was made at my request 
ind I explained In detail — the 
mensures to be taken. In dealing with 
the new Chinese Government since 
Prince Konoye 46 also eayerly cone 
cerned about it," Premier Abe sald. 

Premier ‘Abe revenied that, the 
executive council of the China 
Affairs Board would mect-every week 
for the. time being to follow closely 
the developments in China, 

‘Referring to Japan's foreign relu- 
tions, Premier Abe suid that one way 
of removing, misunderstandings on 

Powers would be 
to negotiate” separately “with ~ them, 
white it would also be accessary to 
settle definitely the questions of 
their rights and interests in China, 

At the present moment, however, 
I sce no need to couple the creation 
of 8 new Government in China with 
the tusk of adjusting relations with 
third Powers,” Premier Abe = cone 
finued, . 

He admitted the necessity of ad- 
justing Japan's relations with the 
United States, although it was not 
certain yet whether the negotiations 
would take, the sume form as the 
recent Anglo-Japanese conversations. 

Questioned regarding the Soviet 
Forelgn Commissar, M. Molotov’s 
speech, Premier Abe said, “I cannot 
see what is behind it but in a sense 
his reference to Moscow's readincss 
to ndjust relations and conclude 
agreements with Jnpan may be taken 
npn bid for the conclusion af a 
trade ageeement, 

“The nature of the problem js such 
that it Is impossible for the other 

party to moke the first approaches,” 
Premier Abe added.—Domcet,
